COMMUNICATIONS 


1. Letter received from Representative 
Pittenger by Commissioner Sliker in answer 
to an inquiry regarding Public Act #346. 
Suggested by Representative Pittenger that 
Mr. Robert McClain of the Department of 
Social Services (and the Executive Director 
of the State Housing Authority) be con- 
tacted for any further information. 


It was suggested that the Director send 
a letter to Mr, McClain to inquire what 
services are available to the Housing Com- 
mission from the State Housing Authority. 


REPORT OF DIRECTORS 


1, A meeting was held with the owners 
of the Capitol Apartments on December 15. 
Points discussed included the following: 
Share in vacancy loss, individual electric 
meters installed by owners, property tax 
and insurance paid by owners, building 
brought up to code and major repairs com- 
pleted by owners, mercury vapor lights and 
tot lots installed by the owners and a care 
taker-manager provided. 


Rental rates had been stated in a letter 
from Mr. Graham and later upgraded verb- 
ally. It was suggested that the owner be 
requested to quote the higher rental rates 
in written form.

The January 21st meeting of the Lansing 
Housing Commission was called to order 
by President Owen following the introduc- 
tion of Mr. Stanley Baker, Project Manager 
of the Hildebrandt Park Townhouses and 
Mr, George Jacobs, Maintenance Man at 
the project.

COMMUNICATIONS 


1. A copy of a letter to Mr. Shafer from 
the Planning Department was read and dis- 
cussed, 


2. A letter from the HUD Office in Chi- 
cago regarding the Annual Contributions 
Contract for MICH. 58-2 (Waverly-Grand 
River) was read and discussed. 


3. A letter from the HUD Office in Chi- 
cago regarding approval of Insurance for 
MICH. 58-3 (Hildebrandt Park) was read 
and discussed. 


DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


1. It was suggested that various depart- 
ments (Planning, Housing, Community Re- 
newal, Redevelopment, etc.) combine efforts 
to prepare the Housing Needs Report. 


2. Abbey Court—renewal of lease still 
to be negotiated. 


3. Letter received from the owners of 
the Capitol Apartments with updated rent- 
al figures. Discussion followed on proce- 
dures to be followed when proposals are 
received. 


4, Mr. Sablan, Community Services Co- 
ordinator, entered the meeting and was in- 
troduced to the Commission Members. Mr. 
Sablan was commended for his fine report 


covering the activities and programs being 
carried out at the LaRoy Froh Project. 


Various points in the report were dis- 
cussed: 


1. The necessity of keeping the tenants’ 
identities confidential in the reports. 


2. Future plans for the coordinator. 


3. The training of the assistant to take 
over when the coordinator goes to an- 
other project and the possible need for 
a second assistant. 


Also discussed was the possible need for 
aTenant Relations Person to coordinate 
all tenant programs, 


It was suggested that Mr. Sablan come 
in again when he makes future reports so 
that the Commission may discuss the re- 
port with him. 


5. It was reported that efforts have been 
made to obtain approval for two new cleri- 
eal positions from the Chicago Office. 


PROJECT REPORTS 


1. MICH. 58-1 (Leased Housing)—289 
houses under lease. One unit to be con- 
sidered for approval today. 


2. MICH. 58-2 (Waverly-Grand River)— 
Annual Contributions Contract in process. 


8. MICH. 658-3 (Hildebrandt)—Acquisi- 
tion completed, 


4, MICH. 58-4 (Acquisition) Working 
with the developer on revised specifications. 


5. MICH. 58-5 (Jolly-Cedar)—A prelimi- 
nary review of proposed prices show revi- 
sions and clarifications are needed. 


Planning Director and Commission dis- 
cussed what the future needs for family 
units and elderly units in the Jolly-Cedar 
area were. It was stated that it was the 
Commission’s desire and responsibility to 
get the best project possible for the people 
and that every effort would be made to do 
so. The Planning Director informed the 
Commission and its staff that they would 
be apprised of negotiations with the De- 
veloper as they developed. 
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6. MICH. 58-6 (Downtown Elderly High 
Rise)—Rough draft of Memo of Under- 
standing to be sent to the Renewal Assis- 
tance Office in Chicago for review before 
execution, 


7, MICH. 58-8 (Seattered Sites) — 66 
units purchased. Balance proceeding. 


8. MICH. 58-16 (S. Washington Elder- 
ly)—-Necessary ACC documents returned to 
Chieago. Execution awaited of same. Con- 
struction problems being resolved between 
the Building Department and the Developer. 


A report was given of the sale of the 
2nd Series of Temporary Notes for 6 
months. Next step is the selection of a 
Fiscal Agent for the Permanent Bonds.

Commission members stated that they 
have never been officially notified that the 
Housing Office had to move and requested 
that the Director get in touch with the 
proper authority and request such official 
notice be sent to the Commission.

2, Inquiry made as to what information 
has been received on home ownership under 
the Turnkey method. Director had made 
contact with Chicago two weeks ago.

ROLL CALL

The Minutes of the previous meeting 
were corrected and approved as corrected. 


_ Since a quorum of Commission Members 
is present, any business brought before 
the Commission may be discussed. 


Discussion followed on the following 
matters ; 


1. Management of Scattered Sites—Chi- 
eago feels that only families who are able 
to manage themselves and need little su- 
pervision should be placed in Scattered 
Sites and have therefore provided no Man- 
ager for this project. At present the Proj- 
ect Managers at LaRoy Froh and Hilde- 


brandt Park have divided the Scattered 
Sites geographically. Commission members 
felt that this was too many units to man- 
age properly, and the Director stated that 
efforts are being made to secure another 
manager, 


2. Discussion of home visitations—pur- 
pose, need, how handled, etc. It was felt 
that inspections should not infringe on 
the privacy of the tenants. Also stressed 
was the responsibility of the tenants learn- 
ad to care and be responsible for them- 
selves, 


3. Discussion of the death of Mr. Stanley 
Baker (Project Manager for Hildebrandt 
Park) and the hiring of Mr. Charles Gal- 
lagher to fill the position. 


4. A review of the developments regard- 
in the Capitol Apartments was given by 
the Director for Commissioner Clapp, who 
has been out of town. 


Mr. Collins Thornton, the Mayor’s Execu- 
tive assistant, entered and was introduced 
to the Commission Members. He explained 
the background leading up to the Housing 
Office’s proposed move—stating that the 
former Director had originally planned to 
move the Housing Office into one of the 
projects, City Hall was filled to capacity, 
and the Housing Office needed more room. 
He explained that the Poxson Building 
was being bought by the Parking System 
through the sale of bonds—and that all 
revenue was paid back inte the Parking 
System to pay off the bonds, thereby there 
was a necessity for all departments occupy- 
ing the Poxson Building to pay rent. He 
suggested that the Commission could in- 
vestigate the possibility of Federal money 
for rent. It was stated that payment of 
rent can be a normal part of the Housing 
Commission function, but the money must 
be budgeted ahead of the fiscal year, which 
does not start until July. After discussion, 
it was decided that when the rental figure 
is known, the staff will follow through on 
the matter, 


Mr. Thornton was excused from the 
meeting.

two years ago, held up in court, ete. On 
January 10th the developer brought in an 
amended proposal of 141 elderly and 90 
units of family units to which the Com- 
mission gave tentative approval pending 
the approval of both Planning, the Com- 
mission and the Chicago Office.

The advice of the Legal Section of the 
Housing Assistance Administration of 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development is that an individual tax- 
payer does have an interest in low-rent 
housing units, but not to the extent 
that would permit this type of in- 
fringement on the rights of the tenants 
to occupy the premises. 


8. Section 5.3022, Michigan Statutes An- 
notated, reads, in part, as follows: 
“The Commission shall have complete 
control of the entire housing project or 
projects including the construction, 
maintenance, and operation as fully and 
completely as if said Commission repre- 
sented private owners.” 


It is our interpretation that the Commis- 
sion has been delegated the complete con- 
trol of the projects and therefore has the 
right and duty to protect the right of pri- 
vacy of the tenants occupying these dwell- 
ing units.

They also work with pri- 
vate enterprise who are involved in pro- 
grams to build housing to reach lower and 
middle income groups. He believes that 
Michigan needs to coordinate programs and 
departments involved in providing housing.

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Whereas, Section 5.3022, Michigan Stat- 
utes Annotated, reads, in part, as follows: 


“The Commission shall have complete 
eontrol of the entire housing project or 
projects including the construction, main- 
tenance, and operation as fully and com- 
pletely as if said Commission represented 
private owners.” 


Therefore Be It Resolved, by the Lansing 
Housing Commission that it is this Com- 
mission’s policy that only authorized rep- 
resentatives be allowed to inspect occupied 
dwelling units managed by this Commission.

Suggestions made for changes. Sheet to 
be revised. 


A tentative procedure governing the 
movement of tenants from one unit to 
another which was sent to Commission 
members for study was discussed. Items 
2 and 3 were thought to be too linient and 
suggestions were made for revision. 


Discussion was held regarding the Di- 
rector’s meeting with the Building and 
Properties Committee on the Council. 


Representatives from the Hildebrandt 
Park and LaRoy Froh Townhouse Tenant’s 
Council were introduced to the Commission. 
The following points were brought up and 
discussed : 


1. Need for better identification of build- 
ings—numbers at the end of the build- 
ings, etc. Suggestion was made that 
the Fire and Police Department be sent 
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a lay-out plan showing where each 
building is and how numbers are ar- 
ranged so that they may study same. 


2, It was noted by one of the representa- 
tives that the washing machine con- 
nections in the one bedroom units are 
located under the sink where they are 
hard to reach. It was suggested that 
they be put higher. It was also sug- 
gested that clothes poles are needed in 
the back yard of the one bedroom units 
since laundry-mats are quite distant. 


8. Representatives stated that the speed 
signs placed at Hildebrandt Park were 
too high and could not be seen easily by 
drivers, 


4, Need for playground equipment was dis- 
cussed. The Director stated that con- 
firmation had just been received from 
the Chicago office with the go-ahead to 
purchase the needed equipment. It was 
suggested that the Project Manager dis- 
cuss the following matters with the 
parents at the Tenant Council meeting: 


a. Type of playground equipment they 
feel their children will play on. 


b. Placement of playground equipment. 


c. Type of material used to cover the 
playground area. 


d. Availability of area in the back of 
Hildebrandt Park for a ball field for 
the older children. 


5. Completion of the park behind LaRoy 
Froh not only for the use of the children 
in the project, but for the other children 
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in the neighborhood, requested. Need for 
this park area was stressed by the repre- 
sentatives from the Tenant’s Council, It 
was stated by a Commission Member 
that this park was in the Capitol Im- 
provements budget of the Parks Depart- 
ment for completion hopefully sometime 
this summer. 


6. A request for an interpreter was made 
so that Spanish speaking tenants could 
and would attend the Tenant’s Council 
meetings. Mr. Sablan, who speaks 
Spanish, will handle the matter, 


7. Mr. Sablan, Services Coordinator asked 
about the possibility of a bus being ob- 
tained to be used for transportation of 
children for field trips, ete. Director 
will check into the possibility. 


8. Project Manager is consulting with the 
Board of Water and Light regarding the 
need for and placement of auxiliary 
lighting at Hildebrandt. A request was 
made for additional lighting at the La- 
Roy Froh Project also. Project Manager 
asked to see what is needed. 


Mr. Ronald Cowan, Relocation Officer 
brought a problem before the Commission 
regarding emergency housing for those 
families who may not qualify. The general 
consensus of the Commission was that such 
situations would be handled in the usual 
eae manner by the Housing

2. Letter from Mr. Oskar Hornbach, re- 
garding the hiring of outside attorney 
by the Commission. Mr, MHornbach 
stated that in order for the Commission 
to do so, they would have to have the 
approval of the City Council (accord- 
ing to Section 7.7 of the City Charter). 


After discussion, Commissioner Sliker 
suggested that perhaps a meeting between 


the Director, President of the Commission 
and Mr. Hornbach and Councilman Fer- 
guson would be advisable. A commissioner 
mentioned the talk of a possible revamping 
of the Legal Staff in the near future. 


DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


1. Elderly Applications are currently be- 
ing reviewed. Verifications of incomes 
are being obtained and tentative assign- 
ments for Waverly-Grand River will 
begin soon. 


Tentative acceptance date for South 
Washington Elderly High Rise is March 
1970. Representatives from various or- 
ganizations who have an interest in 
elderly will be drawn together and 
meetings held. 


There is a possibility of a voluntary 
“Family to Family” program formulated 
to work with both family and elderly 
tenants at Waverly-Grand River. 


2. A report was given of the division of 
the Commission-owned or leased units 
into two districts with each district be- 
ing managed by a Project Manager and 
an Aide. Also, the hiring of a Main- 
tenance Man who will work in one of 
the districts. 


3. A revised and expanded Procedure for 
the Collection of Rents and the Eviction 
of Tenants was discussed. Commission- 
ers were in general approval of the more 
personal contact of the Project Managers 
and Aides in dealing with the explana- 
tion of delinquent accounts and the 
personal delivery of the “Seven Day 
Notices.” 


PROJECT REPORTS 


1. MICH. 58-1 (Leased Housing)—Still 92 
units under lease. Assistant Director 
is working with Mr, Udell and Mr. 
Hatcher on the proposed leasing pro- 
gram. A copy of the lease proposed is 
to be sent for review. 


2. MICH. 58-2 (Waverly-Grand River) — 
The completion date for the first units 
is set back until the middle of November 
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because of the delay in the Board of 
Water and Light schedule. 


A letter was received from the de- 
veloper regarding the proposed shopping 
center. The developer expects con- 
struction to begin by next spring. Com- 
missioners expressed their disappoint- 
ment and disapproval of this delay and 
stated that they had been operating 
under the assumption that the shopping 
eenter would be ready soon after the 
units were ready for occupancy. They 
felt that since the curbing is in and it 
is known where the road will be, con- 
struction should start soon. The Di- 
rector will write a letter to the developer 
stating the Commission’s concern, the 
need for all due speed in the completion 
of this shopping center, etc.

58-5 (Jolly-Cedar) — Discussed 
earlier, Commissioner Sliker reported 
that she had received a reply to her 
letter to Judge Fox.

Mr. Griffin, 
stated that in a conversation with the 
Continuing Edueation Department, it was 
stated that this sounded like a very good 
idea, and the School District felt it could 
go along with a program such as this. 


The Homebuyers Ownership Program was 
discussed very extensively by Commission 
Members. Commission members were of 
the opinion that the Homebuyers Ownership 
Program should be extended to all tenants 
of Public Housing and eligible tenants 
picked from among all of the tenants. 
Eligibility of tenants will be determined 
under the rules that have to be set up. A 
selection Committee will be formed from 
representatives from various organizations 
who will check applicants and advise the 
Commission on the eligibility of each ap- 
plicant. 


Commisioner Clapp asked if it were pos- 
sible to get someone down from Chicago 
to get a “modus operandi.’”” Commissioner 
Sliker felt there was little to be gained 
from such a request and felt that the Com- 
mission should make a decision now be- 
cause of the financing of the project. 


The number of units to be used for a 
Homebuyers Ownership Program was dis- 
eussed, The Director stated that he felt 
there were at least 30 to 40 families that 
he felt could qualify for the program.

Wage 
verifications are being sent for and received 
and most relocatees have been tentatively 
assigned (those interested in moving into 
public housing). : 
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Commission members felt that the newly 
purchased scattered site units should be 
withdrawn from Capitol Complex use and 
held for the Homebuyers Ownership Pro- 
gram, Units will be available at the Waver- 
Jy-Grand River Project for relocation pur- 
poses. Mr. Cowan stated that this would 
make it necessary to make some re-assign- 
ments, but this could be done, He expressed 
concern that the units may not be ready 
for occupancy by December 1, 1969. 


A Mrs. Neto, East Side Action Center 
spoke to the Commission about a family 
living in condemned housing, just outside 
the City limits. She spoke of the families 
independence and their attempt to ‘‘make 
do” with what they have, the bad condition 
of their house, and their need for help in 
obtaining housing. Some commissioners felt 
that the fact that the family lived in an 
area with a flexible boundary line and the 
fact that the family was being forced to 
move because of government action might 
give them reason enough for consideration.

HOUSING COMMISSION 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


Special Meeting, October 31, 1969 


The Special Meeting of the Housing Com- 
mission was called to order by President 
Owen at 1:35 P.M. 


ROLL CALL 


Present: Commissioners Clapp, Hagerty, 
Owen, Sliker—4. 


Absent: Commissioner Patterson—1.

President Owen opened the meeting by 
stating that the purpose of the Special 
Meeting was to consider the new Jolly- 
Cedar development and what the decision 
of the Court of Appeals would mean to the 
future progress of the Commission. It was 
his understanding that the decision would 
mean that the restrictions the Commission 
had been placed under by Judge Fox’s 
ruling were now lifted and the Commission 
could proceed with construction of the 250 
public housing units on Jolly Cedar or 
wherever the Commission wants to. He 
emphasized that the Commission no longer 
wants to construct 250 units at Jolly Cedar 
but that it was a good site and the Com- 
mission would like, if possible, to construct 
50 units of scattered, single housing inter- 
spersed with other housing. 


Mr. Hornbach stated that in the com- 
munication of October 30th, the Court of 
Appeals in Cincinnati reversed a Federal 
District Court decision that stopped the 
city from holding a referendum and ordered 
the lower court to dismiss the complaint 
and dissolve the injunction. The Circuit 
Court of Appeals agreed with all of the 
city’s arguments put forth in the briefs 
and the opinion handed down was unani- 
mous, 


Mr. Hornbach believes that the issues 
will now have to go to a vote of the people 
and it is up to the City Council to deter- 
mine if a Special Election would be held. 
The plaintiffs have a 14 day period in which 
to request a rehearing or appeal to the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 


There was some discussion on what action 
the referendum vote will be based. Would 
it strictly be on the zoning? Since the 
Commission no longer wants to construct 
elderly housing at the site and would like 
to restrict the number of family to 50— 
what would this do to the voting, etc. Mr. 
Hornbach felt that the Commission would 
be premature at this point to make any 
decisions—many things could happen. The 
plaintiffs could ask for permission to ap- 
peal; this may or may not be granted. The 
plaintiff could ask for a stay of proceed- 
ings, which the Court may or may not 
grant. If granted, matters would be right 
back to the same as when under Judge 
Fox’s decision. 


Mr. Hornbach stated that the City must 
proceed with a referendum vote even if 
the Commission changes its plans. He felt 
that any change on the Commission made 
at this time as far as Jolly-Cedar was 


concerned would be taking away the right 


of the people to vote—make their vote 
meaningless. 


Commissioners expressed a hope that the 
legal staff could free the 250 units so that 
the Commission could provide the housing 
for the lowest income families as they are 
charged to do. They could then pledge 
future reservations for the Jolly Cedar site 
if the decision is appealed. 


Mr. Hornbach stated that this would de- 
pend on many things, one of which is 
whether or not a stay of proceedings is 
asked for and granted, More will be known 
in a short time and he felt the Commission 
should wait until more is known. 
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Commissioners wanted it known that 
they are reluctant to wait, but would take 
the City Attorney’s advice. They felt the 
Council should be aware of the following: 


1. Since the time that Jolly-Cedar has 
been tied up in court, there has been 
the construction of elderly units at 
South Washington, 40 elderly units at 
Waverly-Grand River and the proposed 
units at Ionia-Seymour. 


2. That at the present time the Commission 
does not think there is as great a need 
for elderly units as there is for family 
units, therefore, if we were to construct 
a project, elderly units would not be 
included, 


8. The number of units for low-income 
families would be reduced to 50 units of 
low income interspersed with other 
moderate income units. 


The City Attorney felt that the Com- 
mission could still negotiate with Mr. 
Schafer, but Commissioners did not feel 
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Mr. Schafer would still continue until a 
decision is made. 


The staff is instructed to get together 
with the City Attorney and write a letter 
to Mr. Schafer, sending copies to the Mayor 
and Council. 


Commissioners spoke about the applica- 
tion for 300 addition program reservations 
which has been in Chicago since April. Dur- 
ing a meeting with federal officials, Mr. 
Fischer stated that he would notify the 
Commission within ten days as to the 
status of that application. So far, nothing 
has been received. 


Staff requested to write a letter to Mr. 
Fischer reminding him of his promise to 
reply. 


Meeting adjourned.
